WASHINGTON, April 12.—Ameri- 


can manufacturers continue to extend 
their "spheres of influence" through- 
out the civilized world. The reports 
of the treasury bureau of statistics 
show that during the eight months 
ending with February 28, 1899, tha ex- 
ports of manufactures were not only 
§37,000,000 in excess of the imports of 
manufactures, but more thau $26,000, - 
000 in excess of those exported in the 
corresponding mouths of the fiscal 
year 189S. In the 204 business days 
covered by this report, the American 
manufacturers have exported $207,000, - 
000 worth of manufactures, or more 
than $1,000,000 worth per day. 
In the 


corresponding days of the preceding 
fiscal year their exportation of manu- 
factures were only §181,000,000. In 
the fiscal year 1S9S tho United States 
for the first time exported more manu- 
factures thau she imported aud the 
fiscal year 1899 will make another aud 
even bettor record in this particular. 
While it is apparout that tho imports 
of manufactures ia the year 1899 will 
be somewhat iu excess of those of last 
year, which wero abnormally light 
by reason of the heavy importations 
just prior to tho enactment of the re- 
cent tariff law, the gain in exports is 
greater thau the increase in imports. 
In the eight months eudiiig with Feb- 
ruary, 1S9S, the imports of manufac- 
tures wero §152,091,157, aud in the 
corresponding mouths of the fiscal 
year 1898 the exports of manufactures 
were §1SO, GOC, 072, while iu the corre-

Johu Rolfc'x Important Work In lOlfl 


In tlie CnKlLth Colony of 


Virginia. 


In another way (than as the husband 


of I'ocahontas) liolfc is connected with 
the early history of Virginia. In tha 
spring of 1012. the fifth year of the col- 
ony, 
he performed an action which, if 


we were to judge it by its consequence 
only, v\e might pronounce the most in> 
portant deed ever done in colonial Vir- 
ginia. Being an old binokcr.he had the 
curiosity to know vthether \\hite men 
could raise good tobacco in Virginia; 
and, 
nceorilingly, he planted some to- 


bacco seed at Jamestown. It grew well 
cTuring the 
summer, and 
\\hcn the 


leaves, viero ripe, he cured them as best 
he could; for not a per-ion in the colony 
was acquainted vulh the proper proc- 
ess. 
When the lc lives \\ere dry, he 


tried them in his pipe, and pronounced 
the tobacco excellent. His friend, 
Iialph Ilamor, secretary of the colony, 
tried it, and finding it i cry much to his 
tat>te, planted some seed in his garden 
in the following spring. Jlr. ITnrnur, in 
his tract upon Virginia, published in 
1&15, gave Virginia tobacco a strong in- 
dorsement. 


"I dare affirm," he wrote, "that no 


country under the sun can or doti 
afford more plea-.nnt. '-ueet and strong 
tobacco than I haM; tatted there, on my 
own plartation. which, howsoever, be 
ing then the first year of a. trial thereof, 
ue had not the knowledge to cure and

Macon county, has received the fol- 
lowing decision from Collector Tates: 


"Extract from Treasury Decision 


No. 20,918: 


"When 
a mortgage is given to 


secure the payment of a sum exceed- 
ing ?1500, said 
$1500 indebtedness 


being represented 
by a promissory 


note, the greater taxation will always 
accrue upon the mortgage, but up to 
this amount of §1500 the question of 
whether or not more than one note is 
executed should be taken into con- 
sidoration in the comparison in order 
to determine which instrument should 
be stamped. The following is the cor- 
rect mauuer of stamping a mortgage 
and note for sums not exceeding J1COO: 


Note not exceeding 31000, 20c. 
Note not exceeding $1100 (stamp 


mortgage and not note), 23c. 


Note -not exceeding $1200 (stamp 


mortgage and not note), 25c. 


Note not 
exceeding $1300 (stamp 


noto and not mortgage), 26c. 


Note not exceeding §1400 (stamp

Noto not exceeding S1600 (stamp 


note and not mortgage), 30o. 


In all instances regarding 
notes 


secured by a mortgage, the instrument 
on which the tax does not accrue 
should have indorsed upon it that the 
contemporaneous instrument is duly 
stamped according to law.

He was born in 1825, about seven 


miles north of where he built the nour- 
ishing city of Braiuerd. His father was 
Que-we-zanice (boy), a leading chief of 
the Mississippi band of Chippewa In- 
dians; he was a brave, fearless warrior, 
and was killed by the Sioux Indians in 
a sanguinary battle near the site of the 
city of Stillwater. It is related that a 
large number of Chippewas, men, worn' 
en and children had been invited to 
come and pay the Sioux a friendly visi 
and to bury the hatchet and smoke tin 
pipe of peace, on the Sioux camping 
grounds at Mendota; during- thes 
peaceful proceedings a small Chippewi 
war party went on a scalp hunt and sue 
cecded in killing and scalping a SIOIT" 
somewhere near Fort Snelling. When 
the friends of the murdered brave dis 
covered his lifeless body and the teal 
gone, they knew at once that the roas 
ters— Chippewas—were accountable f o 
the bloody deed. Messengers were a 
once ?ent.to the Sioux braves at Mer 
dota and arrangements were soon mad 
to attack and fall upon the visitiu 
Chippewas the following- evening. Th 
unsuspecting Chippcwab were rudel 
awakened, in early dawn, by the blood 
curdling warwhoop of those whoi 
but a few hours before had profrsbe 
the warmest friendship. The bluughte 
Was terrible and never did tornahaw 
and scalping knife do bloodier wor" 
Over 300 Chippewas were massacred in 
this truculent event, and among those 
killed and wounded was May-zhuc-ke- 
gobhig's father. 


The chief, who was then hardly IS 


Jenrs of age, succeeded to the chief- 
tuinship on the death of his father, and 
on his return to his home he set about 
planning to avenge his father's death, 
nnd his people's murder, and a short 
time afterwards he accompanied the 
doughty Hole-in-the-Day 011 a war ex- 
pedition. Near St. Paul they fell in 
with a small party of Sioux and killed 
and scalped them all. At one time the 
chief was in a battle with the Sioux near 
Shawgo-Bay, on the Mississippi. 
A 


steamboat coming down the river with 
several passengers on board, landed 
near the scene, and the passengers went 
ashore nnd watched the battle. On one 
of these war expeditions the chief and 
his party were out six days and nights 
without food. 
When a brave distin 


guished himself in battle and in killing 
and scalping- an enemy, he was dec 
orated with a feather from the war 
eagle. The chief possesses some 20 of 
these trophies. Thi' * i athcr decorations 
usually full to the lot of the chiefs, 
while the skunk skin decorations were 
bestowed on the braves, for the reason 
that the skunk was considered very 
brave and ne\er flees from the enemy 
May-zhue-lce-ge-shig has visited the na- 
tion's capital on three different occa- 
sions, and is conversant with all tho 
treaties that have been enacted betweer 
his people and the government, anc 
v.hilc he knows and is aware that the 
majority of these agreements have been 
sadly neglected, he has ever been loya' 
and obedient to the great father's 
laws, and exercises the care and dilli- 
gence of a true patriarch over the wcl 
fare of his people. 


He ranks first among the only three 


remaining hereditary chiefs of the Mis 
slssippi bands of Minnesota Indians 
and is considered the wisest oracle o 
the tribe. He lives in a pleasant home 
near Beaulleii, a post office on the res 
enation, and follows the vocation of a 
farmer.—St. Paul Pioneer-IM-ess.

east and west fides and in the suburbs 
which arc the \\orst offenders. Manj 
of these stores are struggling hard to 
live. The competition in the drug busi- 
ness is terrific. The expenses arc-high 
The men who control the manufacture 
of proprietary remedies ha\e drawt 
the margin of profit narrower and nar 
rower. There are trusts, in drugs, too 
The war taxes have been used as chi'bs 
to hit the heads of the retailers. The 
temptation to swell profits is tremen. 
dou.s, but. at what an awful cost! 


The doctors say that human lives 


ha\e unquestionably been made to pa? 
the penalty of substitute drugs used in 
proscriptions. 
"A. life for a dime!"
